LESSON SWEDEN COULD TEACH US 


With its report on labor relations in Sweden the commission which 


President Roosevelt sent abroad has finished its work. Like the previous 
report on employer-employee relations in Great Britain, it paints an 
attractive picture of a land where pekce in industry Is promoted by a 
generally conciliatory spirit between the parties at interest, reinforced 
by an earnest desire to settle their Own disputes with the minimum of 
governmental interference. 


Strikes and lockouts are not unknown in Sweden, but they are a 


last resort. 
Collective bargaining is voluntary and not compulsory as 


in this country. But "both workers and employers prefer this method 
to any kind of compulsion on the part of the Government or even to 
arbitration." where arbitration is utilized the parties are pledged to 
abide by the decision. 


It should be noted that while collective bargaining is not com- 


pulsory, such agreements resulting from this voluntary process can be 
enforced by law. 
Both employers and unions are held responsible. 


Sweden, like Great Britain, is fortunate in having no Wagner act, handi- 
capping the employer. The Swedish employer is recognized as an equal 
party at interest, whose rights, as well as those of the public, are 
entitled to respect and protection. 


Mr. Roosevelt has expressed himself as highly pleased with the 


]work of his commission and its presentation of conditions in Sweden 


Great Britain which conduce to industrial peace. But it would have 


i>eerx more encouraging if he had Intimated his intention to turn these 
reports to practical profit by moving for revision of the Wagner act.
